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Baptist  Hospital  shows  the  biggest  in¬ 
crease  in  admissions  of  any  hospital  in  the 
U.  S.  during  the  past  two-year  period.  It 
was  during  this  time  that  the  hospital’s 
Madison-East  addition  was  put  into  oper¬ 
ation. 

Dr.  Frank  S.  Groner,  administrator, 
said  he  expects  admissions  for  the  current 
year  at  Baptist  to  top  the  39,000  mark,  in¬ 
cluding  births.  The  hospital  has  been  op¬ 
erating  at  near  capacity  level  for  most  of

23  Responded 

20  administrators  filled  in  the 
questionnaires.  Three  more  ad¬ 
ministrators  responded,  but 
said  they  could  not  fill  out 
questionnaires  until  consulting 
their  hospital  directors. 

Of  the  20  completing  ques- 
tlqpnaires,  only  one  felt  that 
loans  from  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  constituted  a  violation  of 
church-state  separation. 

17  administrators  said  the 
passage  of  the  amendment  to 
permit  loans  would  be  a  stim¬ 
ulus  to  construction  among  Bap¬ 
tist  hospitals.  Three  felt  con¬ 
struction  would  not  increase  as 
a  result. 

The  hospital  managers  were 
about  divided  however,  on 
whether  their  own  hospitals 
would  seek  a  Hill-Burton  loan. 
Nine  said  their  hospitals  would 
seek  loans,  but  two  of  the  nine 
“yeas”  were  conditional.

The  administrator  of  another 
hospital  in  the  same  state  said 
his  hospital  could  not  seek  a 
loan  because  It  was  already  pay 
Ing  off  a  20-year  loan  negotia 
ted  only  two  years  ago. 

“Had  the  Hill-Burton  Act 
amendment  been  effective  at 
the  time  (the  hospital  borrowed 
money  in  1956),  I  feel  certain 
we  would  have  tried  for  a  gov¬ 
ernment  loan  at  a  lot  lesa  in¬ 
terest  rate,”  he  continued.

DIVORCED  PREACHER 
Question:  Please  explain  how 

Bt  h  e  Southern 
Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  can 
“clear  a  Prea¬ 
cher”  who  di¬ 
vorces  his  wife 
and  marries 
another  wom¬ 
an?  Do  all 
churches  con¬ 
done  this  prac¬ 
tice?  How  does  this  practice 
differ  from  the  movie  stars? 

Answer:  Your  question  shows 
a  great  deal  of  misunderstand¬ 
ing.  In  the  first  place,  there  is 
no  board  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  that  has  any 
control  over  any  preacher,  ex¬ 
cept  the  employees  of  that  par¬ 
ticular  board. 

Second,  the  individual  church 
has  complete  control  over  two 
phases  of  a  preacher’s  life.  They 
can  decide  whom  they  wish  to 
ordain  to  the  Gospel  ministry— 
also  the  church  that  ordains  a 
particular  minister  may  revoke 
his  ordination.  And  each  church 
has  full  authority  to  call  any 
man  they  wish  as  pastor 
Now,  as  to  your  attitude  tow¬ 
ard  the  divorced  preacher. 
Paul’s  letter  to  Titus  suggests 
that  the  preacher  is  to  be  the 
husband  of  one  wife.  But  did  it 
ever  occur  to  you  that  this  was 
written  in  a  day  of  polygamy 
and  that  Paul  might  have  meant 
simply  that  a  preacher  was  not 
to  have  more  than  one  wife. 

Some  Christians  can  get  very 
unchristian  when  they  forget  to 
ask  about  divorcees  such  ques¬ 
tions  as:  Why  was  ho  divorced?

Baptists  have  fabulous  treasures  scattered  among  a 
million  hills  in  Mississippi,  treasures  that  must  be  claimed 
for  the  cause  of  Christ 

When  James  Marshall  discovered  gold  at  Capt.  John 
Sutter’s  sawmill  back  in  1848  he  opened  up  a  new  era  in 
American  life.  When  we  Mississippians  awake  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  fantastic  Baptist  goldmine  in  these  parts, 
there  will  be  a  new  era  in  our  denominational,  life. 

Still  largely  untapped  because  we  haven’t  realised  they 
are  around  in  such  vast  numbers,  these  treasures  are  Bap¬ 
tist  college  students. 

About  25,000  young  men  and  women  will  be  enrolled 
in  the  universities,  colleges,  and  technical  schools  of  the 
state  this  year — and  half  of  them  will  be  Baptists  or  of 
Baptist  preference! 

In  spite  of  record  enrollments  in  the  Baptist  schools 
of  the  state,  we  provided  for  only  18  percent  of  the  11,500 
young  Baptists  who  were  in  college  in  Mississippi  during 
the  last  school  year. 

This  points  up  the  imperative  need  of  strengthening 
our  Baptist  schools  to  meet  this  opportunity.

Last  year  there  were  more  Baptist  students  enrolled 
in  Mississippi  State  than  in  all  five  Baptist  schools  put  to¬ 
gether.  There  were  over  1,000  Baptist  students  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  at  Ole  Miss. 

Baptists  made  up  77  percent  of  the  student  body  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College.

HOW  TO  ENLIST  A  ROYAL 

AMBASSADOR  CHAPTER 
LEADER 

A  question  most  often  asked 
by  many  church  leaders  is  "How 
do  we  find  a  Royal  Ambassador 
Counselor?”  The  following  plan 
will  produce  counselors  and  as¬ 
sociates  for  your  chapters. 

Like  any  good  plan,  this  one 
will  produce  results  when  fol¬ 
lowed  exactly  and  wholeheart¬ 
edly.  Short  cuts  will  likely  re¬ 
sult  in  failure  to  find  your  lead¬ 
er. 

1.  The  chairman  of  the  Royal 
Ambassador  Committee  calls  a 
meeting  of  the  committee.  He 
may  ask  the  Brotherhood  presi¬ 
dent  and  the  pastor  to  attend. 

2.  The  Royal  Ambassador 
Committee  considers  the  quali¬ 
ties  they  think  a  good  counselor 
should  possess  among  which 
will  be: 

Is  he  a  Christian  who  is  well- 
grounded  in  his  Christian  be¬ 
liefs? 

Is  he  loyal  to  the  church? 

Are  his  habits  and  ideals  a- 
bove  reproach? 

Does  he  like  boys  and  enjoy 
working  with  them? 

Does  he  have  moral  integrity? 

Is  he  able  to  lead  and  dele¬ 
gate? 

Does  he  possess  good  judg¬ 
ment? 

Is  he  willing  to  accept  respon¬ 
sibility? 

Does  he  command  the  respect 
of  other  men? 


Is  he  successful  in  his  chosen 
vocation? 

Will  he  take  Royal  Ambassa¬ 
dor  training? 

3.  Make  a  list  of  names  of  pos¬ 
sible  new  counselors.  The  com¬ 
mittee  checks  the  names  of 
those  men  who  more  nearly 
meet  the  qualifications.  A  list 
Is  made  of  the  best  prospects 
in  the  order  of  their  preference 
as  counselors. 

4.  Plans  are  made  for  all  the 
members  of  the  Royal  Ambassa¬ 
dor  Committee  to  call  on  each 
prospect.  If  the  committee  is 
too  large,  at  least  three  men  are 
selected  to  recruit  the  new 
counselor. 

5.  An  appointment  is  made 
with  the  prospect.  The  commit¬ 
tee  makes  an  appointment  with 
the  first  man  on  the  list  at  his 
home  and  at  his  convenience. 

6.  The  committee  calls  on  the 
prospective  counselor.  Every  ef¬ 
fort  is  made  to  convince  the 
prospect  that  he  should  accept 
this  opportunity.  He  is  told  that 
he  is  the  choice  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  for  this  important  task.  The 
committee  outlines  to  him  the 
counselor’s  duties.  All  of  ths 
propsect’s  questions  are  answer¬ 
ed  fully  and  frankly.  The  pros¬ 
pect  is  led  to  an  affirmative 
answer  but  not  an  Immediate 
one.  He  is  allowed  time  to  think 
and  pray  about  his  decision  and 
to  discuss  it  with  his  fafnily.  If 
this  prospect  refuses,  follow  tha 
same  procedure  to  interview  tha 
next  choice  on  the  Hat

First  Church,  Grea^fe 

Have  you  ever  seen  a  human  “beast  of  burden?”  If  you  walk 
the  streets  of  quaint  Quito,  capital  of  tiny  Ecuador,  you  will  see 
very  few  two-wheeled  carts,  but  you  will  s«e  tremendous  loads 
being  carried  by  Indian  women. 

SUpon  inquiry  aboat  these  women  and  their 
great  burdens,  I  was  told  that  there  is  a  spe¬ 
cial  class  of  Ecuadorian  Indians  who  are  liter¬ 
ally  called  “burden-bearers'  With  a  load  weigh¬ 
ing  a  hundred  pounds  or  more,  and  perhaps 
with  a  child  in  a  crude  sllag  on  her  back,  one 
of  these  women  can  be  sees  trotting,  not  walk¬ 
ing,  down  the  street  SmiU  wonder  that  their 
life  expectancy  is  so  very  short. 

In  Matthew  11:28  Jesus  said,  “Come  unto 
me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest.”  Was  he  referring  to  such  people  as  just  described?  Was  he 
referring  to  material  burdens?  Primarily  He  was  referring  to 
the  spiritual  side,  but  even  for  these  “burden  bearers”  there  is  an 
eternal  "rest”  if  they  have  placed  their  faith  la  Christ  Jesus. 

The  old  negro  woman  expressed  the  sentiments  of  many 
when,  commenting  on  the  fact  that  Christ  does  not  allow  one 
to  have  greater  burdens  than  one  can  bear,  said,  “Yes,  I  know 
that,  but  I  sho’  wish  He  didn’t  have  such  high  reghads  ’uv  me.” 

Too  many  times  our  emphasis  is  upon  the  “rest”  that  He 
promises,  but  if  you  will  re-read  Matt  11:28,  you  will  note  that 
Jesus  first  placed  His  emphasis  upon  “all  jt  that  labor.”
